IN THIS ISSUE 



Reading this month’s feature about 
Queen Salote of Tonga, and her two 
high-profile encounters with Queen 
Elizabeth II, set me idly wondering: how 
many times in world history have two 
queens regnant (as opposed to queen consorts) 
actually met each other? 

My guess is that it’s surprisingly few. In ancient 
and medieval times, queens were seldom permitted 
to rule. Until comparatively recently, heads of state 
rarely travelled abroad, and in the modern world 
there are few remaining monarchies. 

Did you know that even Queen Elizabeth I of 
England and Mary Queen of Scots, who were cousins 
and whose realms shared the same island (and one 
of whom was the other’s prisoner), never met? 

Salote famously made a big impression at the 
coronation in 1953, partly because she was prepared 
to brave the rain to acknowledge the crowds but 
partly, no doubt, because she showed queenship in a 
powerful light, at a time when most Britons weren’t 
old enough to remember Queen Victoria. 

Born in the Victorian age and present at the dawn 
of the Elizabethan age, Salote straddled the two 
eras. And, just like her fellow queens, she presided 
over extraordinary philatelic developments — in her 
case, Tonga’s abandoning of rectangular, recess or 
gravure-printed, perforated stamps in favour of 
free-form, gold-foil embossed, die-cut, imperforate 
designs. Hers was a modernising reign in many 
ways, and stamps were no exception.

Jersey set designed by 
islanders of all ages 



Jersey’s Latest issue was designed by amateur artists on the island, 
including three children under the age of 12, another three under 
the ageof18andanadult with learning disabilities. 

The 10 stamps in the My Jersey set, issued on November 9, were 
the winning entries in a competition launched in October Last year, 
asking islanders to illustrate what Jersey means to them, using any 
form of artistic media. 

The competition was divided into three age categories: 11 years 
and under, 12-17, and 18 and over. A total of 228 entries were 



received from individuals, schools and organisations. 

Five winning designs feature on Local Letter stamps and five on 
UK Priority Letter stamps, printed in litho by Cartor. 

Winners in the 11 -and -under category were Matthew Brown 
(surfboard, sailing boat and sun), Leah O’Brien (girl and boy 
rockpooling) and Skye Leather (Corbiere lighthouse). 

Chosen designs from the 12-17 age group were those by Millie 
Foley (cow munching flower), Ciaran Britton (Jersey Royal potatoes) 
and Claudia Dixon (crest of Jersey). 
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Hong Kong postboxes 
face Chinese cover-up 



Post & Go stamps 
introduced by Qatar 




The authorities in Flong Kong 
are planning to hide the 
British royal ciphers which 
remain on old iron postboxes 
under a metal cover, ‘to 
avoid confusion’. 

Red postboxes in the former 
British territory were painted 
green upon the handover of 
sovereignty to China in 1997, 
and given an extra Flong Kong 
Post Office plaque, but most 
were Left in use despite having 
royal symbols. 

Seven still bearthe insignia 
of King George V, two of King 
George VI and 46 of Queen 
Elizabeth II. 

Conservationists are 
complaining that the new 
move is a crude attempt to 
‘airbrush British rule 
from history’. 



The latest country to offer Post & Go machine-vended stamps in the 
British style is Qatar, which introduced them during the Gulf 
Cooperation Council philatelic exhibition in Doha from 
September 29- October 3. 

Two IAR machines supplied by Royal Mail dispensed a definitive 
design illustrating the Arms of Qatar, and a commemorative variety 
which additionally had the multicoloured exhibition logo overlapping 
the machine-printed service and coding information. 

These were available in collector’s strips of four different values, 
including one for the letter rate to European Union countries. 

Initially installed in a shopping mall, the machines are reported to 
have been subsequently moved to the General Post Office.

STATE OF QATAR 
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Alderney issue recalls 
residents' traumatic 
1945 homecoming 



Alderney has issued a miniature sheet to mark the 70th anniversary 
of Homecoming Day, when the first group of residents returned to 
their island following World War II. 

Unlike the other Channel Islands, almost the entire 1,500-strong 
population of Alderney had been evacuated in June 1940. The 
subsequent German occupation of the island saw the building of 
forced-labour camps, concentration camps, concrete bunkers and 
gun emplacements, leaving the landscape barely recognisable, and 
the ransacking of abandoned homes and businesses. 

Although Alderney was liberated on May 16, 1945, islanders did 
not begin to return until December 15, and faced a difficult and 
traumatic rebuilding process when they did so. 

Homecoming Day is commemorated every year, and December 15 
is a public holiday on Alderney. 

With its single £3 stamp featuring a painting of the homecoming, 
the miniature sheet was printed in litho by Lowe-Martin and issued 
on November 10.

Buckingham sold Benham for£3m 
in 1996, and subsequently set up the 
Internet Stamps Group and 
Buckingham Covers.

For Sport set in unissued colours 




Coming up at auction for the first time, courtesy of Schlegel, was one of 
modern Germany’s rarest items: a mint marginal set of four of the 2001 
For Sport charity issue in the unissued colour scheme. 

The stamps were originally printed with the horizontal bar in turquoise blue, but the 
designer, Fritz-Dieter Rothacker, asked for this to be changed to a more violet blue. His 
request was granted 
and the stamps were 
reprinted. 

A very small 
number of the original 
printing are known to 
have survived 
destruction: one 
sheetlet of 10 of each 
of the four values, 
split up into singles. 

There is also one 
used set recorded, 
which last sold for 
about £35,000.

UNITED STATES 1945 

Unique high-value revenue 



Of Siegel’s three recent major auctions of United States 
material, the one yielding by far the highest results was 
that of the Curtis collection of revenues, with most 
interest created by rarities among the stock transfer 
stamps, with their extremely high denominations. 

Not surprisingly, top billing went to a fine used stock 
transfer $10, 000 bright green with the ‘Series 1945’ 
overprint, which is the only known example of this 
particular stamp. 

Imperforate along one edge as issued, and with the 
serial number ‘3090’, it was cancelled both with a purple 
handstamp and with diagonal cuts.

TRINIDAD 1847 

Lady McLeod 
steamship stamp 



The latest in Spink’s series of sales of the 
Vestey collection focused on the Caribbean 
region, with the top price fetched by an 
unused example of Trinidad’s famous 1847 
Lady McLeod stamp. 

The undenominated adhesive was made 
available by David Bryce, the owner of the 
SS Lady McLeod, as a means to prepay the 
5c charge for carrying mail on her route 
between Port of Spain and San Fernando, 
starting in April 1847. 

Catalogued despite not being a 
government issue, itvies with the Mauritius 
issue of September that year for the honour 
of being considered the first postage stamp 
of the British Empire. It was also one of the 
world’s earliest pictorial stamps. 

In fine condition and with good margins, 
this example caused a stir by exceeding the 
Stanley Gibbons catalogue value.

CANADA 1959 

St Lawrence Seaway inverts 

Brigham’s auction offered a rare block of four of Canada’s most 
famous error, the 1959 Opening of the St Lawrence Seaway 5c invert. 

This two-colour stamp is sometimes labelled an ‘inverted centre’ 
error, although it should more properly be called an ‘inverted frame’ 
error, because it occurred when sheets already printed with blue 
were fed into the press the wrong way round for the printing of red. 

Just two sheets of 200 were affected, and by the time the error was 
noticed many of the stamps had already been sold and used. 

Most of the mint copies which survive are singles. It is thought that 
only 13 blocks exist, and this is one of only two non-marginal blocks.

FALKLAND ISLANDS 1871 

Black frank cover 



Grosvenor’s latest auction included a fine selection of the Falkland 
Islands and Antarctica, including this 1871 wrapper which forms 
part of the well-known ‘Travis correspondence’. 

Sent by George Travis to his mother in Lincolnshire, it bears a 
clear strike of the so-called ‘black frank’: the boxed ‘Falkland/Paid/ 
Islands’ pre-paid handstamp introduced in 1869, nine years before 
the colony issued adhesive stamps. 

Alongside this is a Falkland Islands datestamp of March 30, 1871, 
and the cover would have been carried on the mail ship Foam from 
Port Stanley to Montevideo in Uruguay, and subsequently on the 
SS La Plata to Southampton.

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DENMARK 1855 

Rare mixed franking 

The highlight of Postiljonen’s sale of the Jutlandia collection of 
classic Denmark was an 1855 cover with an unusual mixed franking 
of a total of 22-skilling. 

This consisted of a single 1851 2rbs blue (Thiele printing) used 
with a strip of three and a pair of the 1854 4rbs brown (first 
printing), cancelled with the T numeral handstamp of Copenhagen. 

The two values were rarely used together, because the 2rbs was 
originally intended only for local use within the capital, although it 
was pressed into service as a make-up value for longer-distance 
mailings after rate changes in 1854. 

Cancelled on June 8, 1855, the cover was sent from Copenhagen 
to Konigsberg in Prussia, via Rostock in Mecklenburg.

Tete-beche gutter block 

Heinrich Kohler’s sale of the Baltica 
collection of Dr Hubert Schrodinger included 
all the rarities of Estonia, Latvia and 
Lithuania from the 1918-1941 period, and 
attracted international attention. Many items 
surpassed their pre-sale estimates, but 
most amazingly one lot realised 30 times its 
estimate! 

This was a gutter block of 10 of Estonia’s 
1919 5m yellow and black imperforate 
definitive, depicting a Viking longship, 
straddling the two halves of a sheet so that 
the designs are tete-beche. 

The stamps were printed in sheets of 200, 
comprising two tete-beche panes of 100. 

Before being distributed to post offices, 
these were usually divided into panes, but 
for some reason two sheets were never cut, 
leaving the potential for tete-beche 
multiples. 

A maximum of 20 multiples could exist, 
and a maximum of four marginal multiples, 
so this marginal block of 10 is a wonderful 
exhibition showpiece.

Warwick & Warwick’s sale offered this 
unusual pair of the 1841 Penny Red with red 
Maltese cross cancellations. 

To combat the fraudulent reuse of the new 
postage stamps, the colour of Great 
Britain’s pioneering Id value, the Penny 
Black, was changed to red in February 1841 
and the colour of the Maltese cross 
cancellation from red to black. 

Contrary to instructions, some post 
offices continued to use red ink for a while, 
but pairs like this are scarce.

oyal Mail’s 2015 Christmas stamps, 
issued on November 3, feature 
paintings which tell the traditional 
biblical story in an impressionistic style, 
from the Annunciation through to the 
Nativity and the journey of the Magi. 

The 50th set of Christmas stamps (with 
one having been issued every year since 
1966), they follow the policy of alternating

Post & Go images

This year’s seasonal issue of Post & Go self-adhesive 
machine-vended stamps, released on November 16, is 
entitled Winter Fur & Feathers and features four 
animals closely association with the British winter. 

As in 2014, it comprises two designs for 2nd class 
services and two for 1st class and other services. Unlike 
last year, the blue security overlay of the 2nd class 
designs includes the text ‘2nd class’, to guard against 
them being printed with incorrect values. 

The 2nd class stamps depict the mountain hare, which 
turns from brown to white in a series of winter moults, 
and the redwing, a winter migrant from the thrush 
family identifiable by its distinctive coloured flanks. 

The other stamps illustrate the red fox, found in a 
wide range of rural and urban habitats, and the red 
squirrel, which lives in the coniferous woodlands of 
Scotland and isolated spots in England. 



Designed by Osborne Ross, from illustrations by 
Robert Gillmor, the base printings are by ISP in gravure, 
with values and coding added by the vending machine. 

Collectors’ strips from vending machines comprise 
six different (non-2nd class) values on alternating red 
fox and red squirrel designs. The presentation pack has 
four stamps printed in gravure with 1st class, 1st Large, 
2nd class and 2nd Large values.

The fifth in the series of Lunar New Year generic Smilers sheets, 
which started in 2012, celebrates the Year of the Monkey. 

In keeping with previous issues it has 20 1st class Firework 
stamps accompanied by 20 labels, with a red decorated 
background. 

The border and 10 of the labels show monkeys in paper cut-out 
style, representing the five elements of water, wood, fire, earth and 
metal, while the remaining labels have photographs related to 
Chinese New Year festivities in Britain. 

The Year of the Monkey starts on February 8, but the sheet was 
issued on November 9 to allow time for the stamps to be puchased 
and used on mail to Asia in advance.

STAR WARS PRINTING 

Unannounced in Royal Mail’s advance publicity for the 
Star Wars issue (November issue, page 22) was the fact 
that the counter sheet stamps, printed by Cartor, have 
fluorescent logos visible under ultra-violet light. 

There are three different versions: The Force Awakens 
film logo in yellow, or the Alliance starbird or Imperial 
crest symbols in white. 

CHRISTMAS PRINTING 

The Christmas stamps were printed by De La Rue in 
sheets of 50. All cylinder numbers are printed as D1, D1, 
D1, D1, phosphor D1 on the lower left sheet margins. 

Printing dates, as shown in the upper right margins, are 
August 11 for the 2nd class value, July 27 for 2nd Large, 
July 2 for 1st class, July 24 for 1st Large, July 13 for the 
£1.00, July 16 for the £1.33, July 20 for the £1.52, and 
July 21 for the £2.15. 

There is a central phosphor band on the 2nd class 
values, and two vignetted bands on the other stamps. In 
all cases the date '2015’ is reversed out of the phosphor. 

CHRISTMAS BOOKLET PRINTINGS 

The Christmas booklets of 12 x 1st class and 12 x 2nd 
class stamps, printed by ISP, show cylinder numbers W1 
x 4, phosphor W1. The colours are an excellent match 
with the sheet stamps printed by De La Rue. 

DEFINITIVE BOOKLET PRINTINGS 

The cylinder numbers in booklets of 12 x 1st class and 12 
x 2nd class definitives are in a smaller size on 2015 
printings. Whereas they used to be clearly visible on the 
white tab protruding on the right, they are now hidden 
from view when the booklet is closed. 

POST & GO PRINTINGS 

The Poppy design introduced in 2014 is available again 
from Post & Go machines from October 19 until November 
16. Reprinted with the year code '15’ in the security 
overlay, it is available from both post office and Royal 
Mail machines. 

POST & GO LOCATION IDENTIFIERS 

Post & Go stamps from the four Royal Navy museum sites 
had their location-identifiers clarifed from October 19. 
'The NMRN’ changed to 'Royal Navy’, 'The RMM’ to 'Royal 
Marines’, 'The FAAM’ to 'Fleet Air Arm’ and 'The RNSM’ to 
‘RN Submarine’. 

POSTAGE DUE 

On October 5, Royal Mail changed its stucture of fees for 
underpaid postage, to simplify the process of working out 
the correct charge. 

The previous charge of a £1 handling fee plus the 
postage due has been replaced by flat fees of £1.50 for an 
underpaid letter (or £2 where nothing at all has been 
paid) and £3 for an underpaid small parcel.

LETTER OF THE MONTH 

Definitive design is past its sell-by date 



In response to John Crace's Devil’s Advocate column (October issue, page 35), I think a 
new Great Britain definitive design is long overdue. 

Some people go into raptures about the Machin series, but I was never impressed by 
what I consider a singularly uninspired and boring design. 

It has no inscription to say what it is for, and in some cases not even a denomination. 
Security features (built into the Penny Black in 1840) had to be added as an afterthought. 
Worse still, pictorial definitives were abolished on the altar of dull uniformity. 

An editorial comment in Stamp Collecting magazine, published in the early days of the 
Machin on July 18, 1968, says it all: 'Nearly 130 years after the Penny Black, one would 
have assumed great advances in graphic design. ..but instead we are left with a portrait of 
the Queen plus a value indication. How are the mighty fallen!’ 

The Machin series is one reason why my Great Britain collection stops in 1968. It is well 
past its sell-by date, and I cannot comprehend why Royal Mail has stubbornly stuck with it 
for so long. Other have interesting definitives, even pictorial ones, so why can’t we?

What can you expect to see on a visit to the Blue Penny Museum in Mauritius? 
During a stay on the island, Michelle Deans went along to find out 



Mauritius is a small island 
with enormous philatelic 
fame, as the birthplace of 
some of the world’s rarest 
and most famous postage 
stamps. 

A visit to this Indian 
Ocean nation gave me the 
opportunity to visit the 
museum which was 
inaugurated in 2001 to 
showcase its history and 
art, and which houses two 
of the greatest treasures 
in philately. 

Located near the heart of 
in the capital, Port Louis, 
the Blue Penny Museum is 
curiously named (because 
the legendary ‘Blue 
Mauritius’ was a 2d value), 
but is easily accessible 
from the Caudan 
Waterfront shopping 
centre, well laid out and 
very informative. 

Overall it is fairly dark 
inside, but with well-lit 
displays. 



PHILATELIC TREASURES 

The 1847 ‘Post Office’ Id 
red and 2d blue, the first 
postage stamps produced 
by a British colony, were 
printed in limited numbers 
and in use for less than a 
year, before being replaced 
by the similar ‘Post Paid’ 
issue in 1848. 

Only two mint and 13 used 
examples of the Id red 
survive, and four mint and 
eight used of the 2d blue. 

The mint examples on 
display in the museum 
were bought back for 
Mauritius by a business 
consortium at auction in 
1993, at a cost of US$2. 2m. 

The stamps are on 
display at the back of the 
upper level of the museum, 
in a wall-mounted glass 
case. They are illuminated for only 10 
minutes of every hour throughout the 
day, in order to preserve them. At all 
other times, only replicas are 
illuminated alongside.

For the untrained eye it can be difficult 
to tell the genuine stamps from the 
replicas, although I noticed a difference 
in pixelation. 

A display nearby relates how the first 



postal services operated 
in Mauritius. The first 
recorded letters from the 
island date from 1601, 
when Dutch ships visited. 
In the days before 
colonisation, ships’ 
captains used to leave 
messages in sealed jugs 
suspended upside-down 
in the trees around Port 
Louis harbour! 

MARITIME MEMORIES 

Also on the top level there 
are several detailed wall 
panels covering maritime 
history, and models of 
the ships which visited 
Port Louis when it was a 
busy harbour exporting 
the likes of sugar, spices 
and tea. 

A striking feature is the 
illuminated astrological 
ceiling, reminiscent of 
days gone by when ships 
were navigated by 
watching the movement of 
the stars. 



FICTIONAL HEROES 

The lower level of the 
museum concentrates on 
the fictional story of Paul 
and Virginie, from the 
famous tragic novel of 
the same name by the 
French author 
Jacques-Henri Bernardin 
de Saint-Pierre. 

First published in 1788, 
and set partly in Mauritius 
under French rule, the 
story of these two lovers 
is widely considered a 
masterpiece of world 
literature and is forever 
associated with the 
island. 

On display are various 
illustrated editions of the 
novel and several 
paintings inspired by it. 
The couple are also captured beautifully 
in a larger-than-life-size marble statue 
sculpted by Prosper d’Epinay in 
19th-century classicist style.

A struggle to get 
compensation for cover 
damaged in the post... 

I have more evidence of the way in which 
Royal Mail’s attitude to collectors has 
deteriorated since it was privatised. 

I bought a large Victorian registered cover 
from a trustworthy dealer on eBay, and 
when it arrived it was in an ‘ambulance 
bag’, with a note apologising for the damage 
that had been caused in transit. The 
cardboard packaging it was sent in had 
been folded in half. 

I made a claim, telling Royal Mail that the 
cover could be devalued by up to 50%. They 
said they would recompense me, but they 
wanted evidence of its value. 

I sent photographs of the item and its 
packaging, as I did not want to risk it being 
damaged further by posting it again. But I 
pointed out that I would know my true loss 
only if I sold it, which I don’t want to do. 

The matter is still unresolved, so I am 
now writing to the Escalated Complaints 
Resolution Team.

DEVILS ADVOCATE 



MAY THE FARCE BE WITH YOU 

Royal Mail devoted a total of 18 stamps to the Star Wars film franchise, and 
none at all to this year's Europa theme. Has it crossed over to the dark side? 



I n October, Royal Mail issued 
a set of 12 (count them) 
commemorative stamps, 
and a further six-stamp 
miniature sheet, devoted to the 
Star Wars films. Some might 
call that overkill. 

World-changing historical 
events such as the Battle of 
Waterloo and Magna Carta did 
not get that many stamps when 
they were commemorated 
earlier this year. The Duke of 
Wellington wasn’t even deemed 
worthy of portrayal on a stamp. 

Yet in this latest set there are 
1st class values depicting a 
gallery of science-fiction 
characters, even those minor 
ones that you didn’t remember 
you’d forgotten. 

Naturally, the stamps 
themselves were just the 
beginning. You could also buy a 
presentation pack, stamp cards, 
two different first day covers, 
three different medal covers, 
four different ‘stamp sets’, a 
generic ‘collector’s sheet’, four 
different personalised sheets 
and three different framed sets. 
If you were totally insane, you 
cold fork out £99 for an X-Wing 
Bundle, whatever that might be. 

Oh, and it’s not over yet. A 
prestige stamp book will follow 
in mid-December... 

If any further proof were 
needed that the Royal Mail 
stamp programme exists purely 
as a commercial operation to 
relieve collectors of every spare 
penny, this was it. But we knew 
that anyway. The Star Wars 
issue is merely the venality of 
the organisation taken to its 
logical extreme. 

Indeed, I would argue that the 
most disturbing aspect of Royal 
Mail’s new issue policy is to be 
found in a stamp it hasn’t 
released. 

Europa stamps were first 
issued in 1956 to promote 
cultural ties between European 
postal administrations, and 
have become a symbol of 



commercial integration within 
the continent. More than 40 
members of PostEurop issued a 
stamp on this year’s common 
Europa theme of children’s toys. 
They ranged from Spain to 
Russia and San Marino to 
Armenia. But not Great Britain. 

It’s not as if Royal Mail needed 
to go the whole hog and issue 18 
stamps. One would have been 
sufficient. So why has it chosen 
to ignore the Europa project? 



There are two possible 
explanations, and neither 
reflects well on the company. 

The first is that it thinks 
Europa is just too trivial to 
bother with, and that the 
marginal costs of designing and 
producing one extra stamp 
aren’t worth it. 

Whilst it’s true that a stamp 
featuring a hobby horse, for 
example, might not get the 
public’s pulse racing quite as

fast as a computer-generated 
image of a Star Wars spaceship, 
there are some 
commemoratives that are 
important enough to be issued 
regardless, in this case to 
demonstrate the British postal 
service’s commitment to 
working closely with other 
European agencies. 

The more disturbing 
explanation is that Royal Mail 
somehow imagines that the 
Europa issue is a political hot 
potato, given that a referendum 
on Britain’s continued 
membership of the European 
Union is due sometime in the 
next two years. 

Let’s be clear here. PostEurop 
is not a political issue, it’s just a 
collective of postal agencies 
acknowledging their close ties. 

It is this kind of international 
cooperation which has ensured 
that sending a letter or parcel 
abroad is no longer a 
remarkable event, and it will be 
required just as much in the 
digital age. 

Even if Royal Mailworried that 
issuing a Europa stamp would 
somehow imply that it endorsed 
the ‘stay in’ campaign, that 
would be idiotic logic. By the 
same reasoning, not producing 
a Europa issue could surely be 
taken as a sign that it endorses 
the ‘get out’ campaign! 

Royal Mail will still be part of 
PostEurop, regardless of 
whether Britain remains part of 
the EU. So why miss an 
opportunity to support an 
organisation which can be of 
long-term benefit to the 
company commercially? 

Perhaps it is pinning all its 
hopes on Luke Skywalker 
coming to its rescue? ■

It is 50 years since the death of the much-loved Queen Salote of 
Tonga, whose legacy included some of the most extraordinary 
stamps and covers to emerge from a British protectorate 



I Report by John Winchester 




O n the 50th anniversary of 
her death. Queen Salote of 
Tonga is still remembered 
around the world as a flamboyant 
figure, the epitome of the 'Friendly 
Islands', whose cheerful disposition 
struck a note of optimism in years 
of austerity. 

She is also revered as a a 
unifying figure in peacetime and 
wartime, and the moderniser of a 
remote 177-island Polynesian 
archipelago which had retained its 
sovereignty through the colonial 
age but had previously made little 
impact on the rest of the world. 

A significant part in its 
modernisation during her reign 
was played by philately, as Tonga 
first made a name for itself among 
postal history collectors and then 
placed itself at the forefront of a 
revolution in stamp production.

Troubled childhood 

The Queen who would unite a 
divided kingdom had an 
inauspicious start to life. 

Her father, King George II, who 
had recently been widowed, almost 
provoked a civil war by marrying 
Queen Lavinia in 1899 in defiance 
of his advisors, although the match 
was an attempt to secure the 
loyalty of rival dynastic chiefs. 

Even the production of a Royal 
Wedding commemorative stamp 
did not go smoothly, with some 
examples of the overprint on the 
existing Id definitive carrying an 
'1889' error of date. 

Under pressure from tribal chiefs 
to produce a male heir, Lavinia 
managed only to give birth to a 
daughter, Salote Mafile'o Pilolevu 
Tupou, on March 13, 1900, before 
dying from tuberculosis in 1902. 



Unexpected accession 

Celebrations after Salote's birth 
were muted, not least because she 




was not expected to accede to the 
throne. She was kept out of the 
limelight in the Royal Palace at 
Nukualofa during her early years, 
and despatched to New Zealand 
for her education when her father 
remarried in 1909. 

Her new stepmother later gave 
birth to two more girls, but no male 
heir, so Salote was brought back to 
Tonga at the end of 1914 to study 
her country's culture and history. 



King George's reign was 
declining into chaos but, in an 
uncharacteristically astute move, 
he arranged for Crown Princess 
Salote to be married to Prince 
Viliami Tungi Mailefihi, whose 
lineage from two major Tongan 
dynasties would offset 
concerns over her own pedigree. 
The wedding took place in 
September 1917. 

Within a year the King was dead,

killed by the Spanish flu pandemic. 
Suddenly Tonga found itself with a 
Queen regnant for the first time. At 
the tender age of 18, Salote was 
installed as the 21st Tu'i 
Kanakupolu (chief of her dynasty) 
on October 9, 1918, as a prelude to 
her Coronation as Queen Salote 
Tupou III of Tonga (the third 
monarch of the Tupou dynasty) in 
the Royal Chapel two days later. 

First definitives 

British printer De La Rue was 
contracted to supply definitive 
stamps for the new monarch, 
starting with a 2d value issued in 
April 1920. Further denominations 
followed, of 2Vid and 5d in 1921, 

7Vi d, lOd and Is in 1922, and finally 
lVzd in 1935. 

These used the same frame as the 
1897 George II design, with its 
decorative plants and the country 
name inscribed as Toga', but with a 
portrait of Salote substituted in the 
central oval vignette. 

Recess-printed, they made for an 
attractive set, especially when 
printed in two colours, and later 
colour changes, re-engraved dies 
and provisional surcharges make 
this a very collectable series. 

For other denominations, the 
1897 pictorial series illustrating the 
coat of arms, island views and 
assorted flora and fauna, already 
25 years old, remained in service. 
Also recess-printed by De La Rue, 
they were reissued with a 
Multiple Script CA watermark 
replacing the original Tortoises 
watermark in 1942-49.

Tin can mail 

Meanwhile, a very particular 
aspect of Tongan philately was 
gaining the attention of 
collectors worldwide. 

The story of the tin can mail of 
Niuafo'ou, an almost inaccessible 
island in the far north of the 
kingdom, had begun in 1882, 
when the coconut plantation 
manager William Travers needed 
to find a way to communicate 
with his company in Australia. 

In the absence of a safe harbour 
for ships, he requested that 
incoming letters be placed in a 
sealed biscuit tin and dropped 
into the sea by passing vessels, 
with an alerting hoot from

1822 The first letters to 
emerge from Tonga are 
those of Wesleyan 
missionaries. 

1885 The kingdom's first 
post office is established, 
initially using Fiji stamps. 

1886 Tonga’s first stamps, 
carrying the portrait of the 
new King George I, are 
printed in New Zealand. 
1890s Tonga becomes 
known fora plethora of 
provisional surcharges, and 
their many varieties.

1909 Collectors in Britain 
are aided by the publication 
of Postage Stamps of Tonga 
by Fred Melville. 

1930 Distinguished 
philatelist Stanley Phillips 
writes that ‘If I were asked 
to name one country in the 
world that is getting the 
least attention in proportion 
to its deserts, I should 
unhesitatingly vote for 
Tonga.’

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their siren. A strong swimmer 
would then be despatched to 
collect this, dodging sharks and 
sometimes battling against tides 
for up to six hours. 

In 1928, the idea was turned into 
a philatelic money-spinner by a 
German trader named Walter 
Quensell, who began to attract 
passing cruise liners by offering 
their passengers the chance to send 
home quirky souvenirs in the form 
of tin can mail covers bearing a 
variety of exotic cachets. 

Quesnell styled himself the Tin 
Can Mail Man of the South Seas, or 
the Tin Can Canoe Mail Man after 
the Queen decreed that outrigger 
canoes must be introduced as a 
safety measure in 1931, following 
the death of a swimmer in a 
shark attack. 

Over a period of 26 years he 
endorsed one and half million 
letters, until a volcanic eruption 
forced the evacuation of Niuafo'ou 
in 1946, and these still have quite a 
philatelic following today. 

The people’s Queen 

A larger-than-life character, 6ft 3in 
tall and with a reported weight of 
up to 20 stone, Salote gradually 
won the respect and loyalty of her 
people. 

She was politically astute, using 
fears of annexation by Britain to 
bind together a country made 
unstable by dynastic rivalries. She 
was a unifying force, bringing 
together Tonga's two competing 
methodist churches. 

To help her country develop and 
prosper, she increasing spending 
on education and public health, 
and encouraged the diversification 
of crops and the growth of tourism. 
Moreover she was evidently 
patriotic, helping to boost her 
people's pride in their culture by 
backing the mapping of prehistoric 
archaeological sites.

Halfway through her reign, she 
had to deal with personal tragedy 
and respond to national peril 
simultaneously. 

In July 1941, her consort (and 
Prime Minister) Prince Viliami 
died, leaving her three sons 
without a father. Five months later, 



Tonga followed Britain and the 
United States in declaring war on 
Japan, in defiance of the latter's 
apparent plans for the conquest of 
the Pacific Ocean. 

Sensitive leadership was 
required, as an amicable American 
occupation of Tonga followed in 



DID YOU KNOW? 



Tonga is the only Pacific nation to have retained 
its monarchical government, after Hawaii and 
Tahiti relinquished theirs. 

Having retained its neutrality throughout the 
19th century, it signed a Treaty of Friendship 
with Britain on May 19, 1900, becoming a British 
protectorate but retaining its sovereignty. 
Protection status ended in 1970.

Perhaps reflecting Tonga's 
enhanced reputation around the 
world, the country name on all 
stamps had reverted from the local 
spelling Toga' to the international 
spelling 'Tonga' from 1949. 



1942, the country become an 
imprtant allied staging point for 
shipping and air transport. Two 
Tongan contingents, numbering 
about 2,000 troops in all, fought in 
the Solomon Islands in 1943, but 
the islands themselves emerged 
from the conflict unscathed. 

Landmark commemoratives 

In October 1938 the 20th 
anniversary of Salote's accession 
was celebrated with a 
commemorative issue of three 
two-colour stamps showing her in 
full coronation regalia, recess- 
printed by De La Rue. 

The same design was reissued in 
January 1944 to mark her Silver 
Jubilee, but this time there were 
five values and the tablet at the 
base was inscribed '1918-1943' 
rather than '1918-1938'. 

When the Queen reached the age 
of 50, in 1950, the cheerful official 
portrait photographs were used to 
create a birthday commemorative 
set of three, printed in 
photogravure by Waterlow. 

The same printers were 
re-engaged the following year to

produce six stamps marking the 
50th anniversary of the Treaty of 
Friendship between Great Britain 
and Tonga, this time printed by 
recess. All of the designs carried 
symbols representing both

The warm relationship between 
Britain and Tonga was 
demonstrated, and indeed 
enhanced, in 1953. 

Making her one and only journey 
to Europe for the Coronation of 
Queen Elizabeth II, on June 2, 1953, 
Salote won many admirers by 
riding to the ceremony at 
Westminster Abbey in an open 
carriage, accompanied by the 
Sultan of Kelantan. 

In the pouring rain, she had no 
thought of taking shelter and 
remained the epitome of 
cheerfulness, smiling and waving 
to the vast crowds lining the route. 

Six months later Queen Elizabeth 
and Prince Philip were able to 
return the compliment, visiting 
Tonga as part of their six-month 
round-the-world tour. There was 
no commemorative stamp issue, 
but various souvenir covers can be 
found that were franked on the 
day, December 19, 1953. 

Lull before the storm 

In between times, Tonga's first new 
definitive series for 56 years was 
issued on July 1, 1953. [>

the glamour of the Royal Palace to 
shore-fishing with a throw-net. 

In 1961 a set of five printed by 
Harrisons marked the 75th 
anniversary of the Tongan Postal 
Service, including a stamp-on- 
stamp design depicting the first 
issue of 1886, and in 1963 Tonga 
took part in the Commonwealth's 
Freedom From Hunger omnibus 
issue, with a single stamp using 
Michael Goaman's common design. 

Conventionally printed in 
photogravure, these 
commemoratives gave no hint that 
Tonga was preparing a stamp issue 
that would send shock waves 
around the philatelic world. 

Printing revolution 

The British printer Walsall had 
been experimenting with printing 
lithographed and embossed stamps 
onto gold foil, and then die-cutting 
them to unconventional shapes 
rather than perforating them. This 
new design concept was very much 
in step with the mood of the 1960s, 
and the first country to take it up 
was Tonga. 

As it happened, it had the perfect 
reason to do so. The first ever 
Polynesian gold coinage had been 
issued in 1962, and a set of 
commemorative stamps was 
planned for 1963. Gold-foil 
embossing in a circular shape 
would enable a faithful 
reproduction of the coins' designs, 
comprising Tonga's coat of arms 
and two different portraits of 
Queen Salote. 

A set of 13 denominations was 
issued on June 17, 1963, in three 
different sizes: a modest diameter 
for regular postage, an 
intermediate size for air mail, and a 
very large diameter (more than 3in, 
or about 8cm) for the highest 
values. 

The philatelic world was 
bemused, and divided. Many 
derided these huge, gaudy stamps 
as gimmicky, and nicknamed 
them the 'beer mat' issue; others 
believed they pointed the way to 
an exciting new future for stamp

design and production. 

They certainly brought Tonga to 
the attention of collectors once 
again, although their collectability 
has been impaired by the fact that 
the gold foil printing is susceptible 
to oxidation, and many of the 
stamps have shown signs of 
deterioration over time. 

They might have been a 
gimmick, but they were by no 
means a one-off. A second foil 
embossed issue appeared in 1964,

More embossed and free-form 
stamps were to follow, and 
self-adhesive printings from 1969 
onwards, although these were to be 
the products of a new reign. 

End of an era 

Queen Salote's health had 
deteriorated fast, as diabetes and 
cancer took their toll. In November 
1965 she was flown to New 
Zealand for hospital treatment, but 



her condition worsened and she 
died in Auckland on December 16, 
aged 65. 

Her funeral in Tonga was 
attended by 50,000 mourners. In 
accordance with ancient tradition, 
her body was not permitted to pass 
through a gateway, so the total of 
108 pallbearers carried her coffin 
over any walls on the route to the 
Royal Tombs. 

Some of the values in the 1964 
'hearts and boots' set were 
overprinted with an 'In Memoriam' 
inscription and her dates, as she 
was succeeded by her son as King 
Taufa'ahau IV. 

It was the end of a golden era for 
Tonga, even as the nation's quirky 
stamp issues were entering a brave 
new world. ■

Economic realism 



Canada's higher values of 1893 portrayed Queen Victoria in a very different light from 
the earlier definitives, but the ‘widow’s weeds' look could be achieved on a budget 

■ Report by John Winchester 



S ince the creation of the 

Dominion of Canada in 1867, 
all its postal requirements 
had been served by the 'Large 
Queen' and 'Small Queen' 
definitive series. However, it had 
become clear that denominations 
that peaked at 15c were 
inconvenient for parcels, especially 
to distant destinations. 

It was an omission acknowledged 
in 1892 by the Postmaster-General, 
Sir Adolphe-Philippe Caron, when 
he ordered two new 
denominations. A value of 20c 
would to cover the cost of sending 
a parcel of up to lib in weight to 
Britain, and one of 50c would cover 
a weight of up to 21b to the Far East. 

The British American Bank Note 
Company in Ottawa was 
commissioned to produce the new 
stamps, which would share a 
common design.

Its choice of a portrait of Queen 
Victoria was quite unlike that used 
on the existing definitives, and was 
made partly out of realism and 
partly out of prudence. 

Now 74 years of age, the Queen 
was no longer the bright young 
thing depicted on earlier issues, 
and she had been a widow for 32 
years, so it seemed only natural to 
depict her with an older face, and

in the sombre 'widow's weeds' and 
cap she had adopted on the death 
of Prince Albert in 1861. Half- 
turned, with her head resting on 
her right hand, she cuts a reflective 
and rather melancholy figure. 

However, this nod to reality also 
had a cost-saving implication, for 
the circular portrait was borrowed 
from a die created for revenue 
stamps 25 years previously. A 
decorative line-engraved frame 
loosely tied it in with the other 
existing postage stamps. 

The 20c value was vermilion, and 
the 50c deep blue. Recess-printing 
was in sheets of 100 on medium 
white wove paper, perforated 12. 

The 'British American Bank Note 
Co Ottawa' imprint appears twice 
on each sheet, in the upper and 



lower margins, in a strip of solid 
colour with a pearled border. 

With the initial order specifying 
a print run of half a million of each 
denomination, the issue was placed 
on sale on February 17, 1893. 

After two years, an additional 
25,000 of the 20c and 30,000 of the 
50c were requested, and the 
following year a curious order was 
placed for just 200 of each. Why 
this was necessary remains a 
mystery, but it has been speculated 
that it was the source of the 
imperforate stamps which exist. 

The 20c was in use for almost eight 
years, until superseded in 1900 by a 
stamp in the 1897 'Old Head' series. 

The 50c lingered on until as late 
as 1908, before a King Edward VII 
stamp replaced it. ■

GB ETHNIC DIVERSITY 



Minority report 

British society has had a widening racial mix for well over half a century, 
but how well has that been reflected in its commemorative stamps? 

■ Report by Jeff Dugdale 



L arge-scale multi-racial 
immigration to Britain is 
widely considered to have 
begun in 1948, when the SS Empire 
Windrush carried 492 West Indians 
from Jamaica to settle in London, 
and when the British Nationality 
Act reaffirmed that immigrants 
from Commonwealth countries 
enjoyed full citizenship rights. 

Between 1953 and 1961, 
immigration from the colonies and 
former colonies rose from a modest 
2,000 per year to an unprecedented 
135,000 per year. Despite restrictive 
Immigration Acts in 1962, 1968 and 
1971, Britain had become a cultural 
melting pot by the mid-1970s. 

This naturally, if gradually, came 
to be reflected in the country's 
cultural life, for example in the 
selection of national sports teams, 
the emergence of show-business 
celebrities, the evolution of musical 
tastes and the election of Members 
of Parliament. All of these areas 
saw breakthroughs by people of 
African-Caribbean origin between 
the late 1970s and the late 1980s. 

Curiously, postage stamps 
proved a far harder nut to crack. 
You might be surprised to learn 
that two sets of stamps issued as 
late as 2005 (Gastronomy) and 2006 
(Sounds of Britain) roughly 
doubled the total number of 
non-Caucasian people who had 
ever appeared centre-stage on 
stamps celebrating British culture. 

Clearly, Royal Mail had failed to 
do justice to the racial mix of 
modern Britain up to that point, 
although the representation of 
ethnic minorities has increased 
markedly in the decade since. 

False start 

The first British issues to show 
non-white faces came in the 1960s, 
at a time when very few faces of 
any kind appeared on stamps. 

Children of three unidentified 
races were illustrated on the Is 3d

value in the 1963 Freedom From 
Hunger set, three Trinidad folk 
dancers enjoying the Shrove 
Monday Carnival on a 6d value for 
the 1965 Commonwealth Arts 
Festival, and a black footballer 
challenging for the ball on the 6d 
value in the 1966 World Cup set. 



In none of these cases, however, 
was the design attempting to 
reflect British society. The Freedom 
From Hunger campaign was an 
international attempt to draw 
attention to the plight of 
malnourished people in 
third-world countries, the 
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Gandhi 
Centenary 
Year 1969

Commonwealth Arts Festival was 
put on in various British cities by 
visiting groups of performers from 
around the world, and the 
footballer was not wearing the kit 
of any of the home nations. 

Likewise, when a stamp was 
issued to mark the birth centenary 
of the Indian nationalist leader 
Mahatma Gandhi in 1969, it was 
noting the multiculturalism of the 
former British Empire, not that of 
modern Britain. 

Youth leader 

The surprising reality, therefore, is 
that it was not until 1982 that a 
member of the British community 
was clearly portrayed on a stamp 
as being black, in the form of a 
teenage boy scout in the Youth 
Organisations issue. 

With a total of eight young people 
illustrated across four stamp 
designs, this single member of an 
ethnic minority perhaps owed his 
appearance to considerations of 



'political correctness' which were 
gaining strength in the early 1980s. 

But he was also an accurate 
reflection of the fact that many 
1960s immigrants by this time had 
teenage children who had been 
born and raised in Britain. 

White Christmas? 

If you disregard the 1984 set 
celebrating the overseas work of 
the British Council, which included 
images representing a health clinic 
in Nigeria, a building project in Sri

Lanka and a library in the Middle 
East, fully 12 years elapsed before 
Britain's next multicultural issue. 

Of the 11 children illustrated 
when the 1994 Christmas set of five 
featured nativity plays, the Magi 
on the 25p design appear to include 
boys of African and Asian descent. 

Subsequent seasonal stamps 
followed this lead. In 1997 the 2nd 
class value showed a black child 
and the 43p a black adult, although 
both were confined to minor roles 
alongside Father Christmas. In 1998 
something of a barrier was broken 
when one of the angels imagined in 
a set of five was black, matching 
the skin colour of a significant 
proportion of Britain's Christian 
congregation by this time. 

Carnival parade 

If these designs could perhaps be 
criticised as tokenism, the came 
cannot be said for a breakthrough 
issue of August 1998. 

In response to that year's Europa 
theme of Festivals, Royal Mail 
chose to offer an indiluted 
celebration of the Notting Hill 
Carnival, the two-day street party 
organised by London's Caribbean 
community every August. 

In capturing the swirling energy 
of the parades, the deliberately 
blurred photography of Tim Hazael 
obscured the identity of the 
individuals dancing and showing 
off their exotic costumes, but left no 
doubt as to the West Indian 
inspiration behind the event. 

Watershed moment 

Acknowledgement of Britain's 
increasingly multi-racial society 
remained piecemeal for several 
more years. 

One stamp in the 1999 Soldiers' 
Tale set, featuring peacekeeping 
operations overseas, showed black 
and white British servicemen [> 
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GB ETHNIC DIVERSITY

working within the international 
SFOR mission in Bosnia & 

Herzegovina from 1996-2004. 

In the 2003 miniature sheet 
issued to celebrate England's 
victory in the Rugby World Cup, 
one of the players who was 
controversially recognisable on a 
68p design, albeit from behind, was 
the flying winger Jason Robinson, 
wearing Nol4, who was born in 
Leeds of Scottish and Jamaican 
parentage. 

But it was in 2005-06 that Royal

Mail embarked upon its first 
concerted attempt to recognise the 
increasing influence of racial 
diversity on British culture. 

In August 2005 came Changing 
Tastes in Britain, a contribution to 
that year's Europa theme of 
Gastronomy. Among the six 
illustrations were a woman of

African descent eating rice, a 
woman of Indian descent 
drinking tea and a woman 
assumed to be of Caribbean 
descent eating a bag of chips. 

In a similar vein was the Sounds 
of Britain set of October 2006, 
highlighting musical styles with 
overseas influences. Featured 
among the five designs were an 
Asian sitar player and dancer, a 
Caribbean reggae base guitarist 
and drummer, a black American 
saxophonist and blues guitarist, 
and a Latin American maracas 
player with salsa dancers. 

New attitude 

These landmark issues heralded a 
succession of others which suggest 
a conscious attempt by Royal Mail 
to make its stamps more racially 
inclusive. 

The 2005 Christmas set 
reproduced unconventional 
Madonna and Child paintings 
from around the world, including a 
black mother and baby from Haiti 
and Asian equivalents from India. 

The 2006 National Portrait 
Gallery issue included as one of its 



10 subjects Mary Seacole, the 
single-minded Jamaican nurse who 
travelled independently to the 
Black Sea to set up a hospital for 
troops injured in the Crimean War 
of 1853-56, in the face of prejudice 
from influential sections of 
Victorian society. 

A 2006 issue marking the 150th 
Anniversary of the Victoria Cross 
included a stamp recalling the 
bravery of Corporal Agansing Rai 
VC, a Nepalese soldier serving in a 
Gurkha regiment of the Indian 
Army, in leading a counter-attack 
against the Japanese near 
Bishnupur in 1944 under withering 
machine-gun fire. 

In similar vein, the set 
commemorating the Bicentenary of 
the Abolition of the Slave Trade in 
2007 portrayed Ignatius Sancho 
and Olaudah Equinaio, African- 
Caribbean former slaves who made 
a rare impact on British society as 
writers and abolitionist 
campaigners in the 18th century. 

The 2008 and 2009 issues in the 
Military Uniforms series also noted 
the contribution of the Empire and 
Commonwealth manpower to 
Britain's armed forces, by depicting 
an African-Caribbean air gunner of 
World War II and able seaman of 
the 19th century, respectively. 

More recently, the 2014 
Remarkable Lives set honoured 
Noorunissa Inayat Khan, born in 
Russia of Indian descent, who 
served as a spy for Britain's Special 
Operations Executive during World 
War II and was executed by the 
Nazis in 1944, and the 2015 First 
World War set portrayed Kulbir 
Thapa, a Nepalese Gurkha serving 
in the British Army, who was 
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awarded the Victoria Cross in 
France in 1915. 

Decade of distinction 

Although those issues were no 
direct reflection of the positive 
impact made by people from racial 
minorities on modern British life, 
various stamps released in the past 
decade have filled that void. 



As in 1982, an issue devoted to 
Scouting in 2007 acknowledged 
the ethnic mix within the 
movement, this time evident on 
three of the six designs. A 2010 
miniature sheet featuring 
Girlguiding followed suit. 

One of the Women of Distinction 
commemorated in 2008 was 
Claudia Jones, the Trinidadian

journalist and political activist who 
played a major role in campaigning 
for equal rights and improving 
racial harmony in Britain, founding 
the West Indian Gazette newspaper 
in 1958 and inspiring the 
forerunner of the Notting Hill 
Carnival in 1959. 

Among the six living actors 
portrayed in character in the 2011 
Royal Shakespeare Company set 
was the Nigerian-born but 
British-domiciled Chuk Iwuji 
playing King Henry VI. 

One of the models used for the 
designs in the 2012 Welcome to the 
London 2012 Paralympic Games 
miniature sheet was wheelchair 
basketball player Abdi Jama. A 
refugee from Somalia who made a 
home in Liverpool, he had been 
the captain of Great Britain's 
bronze medal-winning team in 
Beijing in 2008. 

Hailed as one of 10 Great Britons 
in an issue of 2013 was John Archer, 
one of the earliest African- 
Caribbeans to be elected to public 
office in Britain. Born in Liverpool 
to Barbadian and Irish parents, he 
overcame prejudice to become a 
councillor in the London borough 
of Battersea in 1906, and be elected 
mayor there in 1913. 

Also in 2013, the team of 11 men 
selected for recognition as Football 
Heroes included John Barnes, the 
Jamaican-born winger who won 
every domestic honour with 
Liverpool and was capped 79 times 
by England, which at the time was 
a record for a black player. 

Marianne Jean-Baptiste, a 
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London-born actress with West 
Indian parentage, and Parminder 
Nagra, a Leicester-born actress 
with Indian parentage, were 
depicted in the 2014 Great British 
Film issue in their roles in Secrets & 
Lies and Bend It Like Beckham 
respectively. 

In 2015, the Comedy Greats set 
has honoured Lenny Henry, who 
was born in Dudley to Jamaican 
parents, while the Star Wars set has 
portrayed the actor John Boyega, 
who was born in London to 
Nigerian parents. 

Golden generation 

The largest number of stamps in 
one series hailing the glory of

multi-racial Britain, however, came 
amongst the Gold Medal Winner 
miniature sheets issued during the 
London 2012 Olympics. 

Two of these celebrated the 
remarkable achievement of the 
athlete Mo Farah, who was born in 
Somalia to a British father and 
moved to London at the age of 
eight, in winning both the 5,000m 
and 10,000m events. 

Another hailed the winner of the 
heptathlon, Jessica Ennis (now 
Ennis-Hill), who was born in 
Sheffield to a Jamaican father and 
was widely considered the 
poster-girl of the Olympics. 

Two black boxers who joined 
them in winning their events and 
thereby getting to appear on 
stamps were the seemingly ever- 
smiling Leeds-born flyweight 
Nicola Adams, who became the 
first woman ever to win an 
Olympic boxing gold medal, and 
the Watford-born super 
heavyweight Anthony Joshua, who 
has Nigerian parentage. 



Growing momentum 

The bald statistic is that, of more 
than 3,000 British stamps issued 
since 1840, only around 30 have 
portrayed non-Caucasian Britons, 
and most these have been issued in 
the past decade. 

Of course, when you put this in 
context it is not really surprising. 
British stamps showed very few 
faces at all, besides that of the 
monarch, until the 1970s, and 
largely adhered to a policy of not 
showing recognisable living 
people, besides royalty, until the 
mid-2000s. 

If you consider which deceased 
Britons of African-Caribbean and 
Asian descent deserve to have been 
honoured on stamps and haven't 
been, it might not be a long list — 
at least, not yet. 

But the interesting point is the 
pace at which the celebration of the 
country's ethnic mix has been 
growing. If it started with a degree 
of tokenism, it now has a 
momentum of its own. ■

Sungei Ujong was a stamp-issuing British protectorate in Malaya from 1878-95. 
For most of that period it relied on overprints, with myriad varieties to collect

T he discovery of tin in 

peninsular Malaysia in the 
1870s attracted an influx of 
Arabian, Chinese and Malayan 
migrant workers. New towns 
sprang up around the mines, 
among them Kuala Lumpur (now 
the capital of Malaysia) and, some 
50 miles to the south, Sungei Ujong 
(now Seremban). 

When local chieftains started 
quarrelling about tax-collecting 
rights, this opened the door to the 
extension of British influence from 
neighbouring Malacca. In 1874, 
Sungei Ujong was officially taken 
under British protection. 

The first postage stamp issued for 
Sungei Ujong, in 1878, was a 
Straits Settlements 2c value with an 
oval handstamp comprising a 
crescent, a star and the 
abbreviation 'SU'. 

It could be used only for mail 
within Malaya; letters to wider 
destinations had to be franked 
with unoverprinted Straits 
Settlements stamps. This 
restriction, combined with a 
limited print-run and a lack of

of the protectorate. 

Not only were there differences 
in typography (narrow or wide, 
roman or italic, upper case or 
upper and lower case), but in the 
first five years the words 'Sungei' 
and 'Ujong' were overprinted as 
separate operations, with many 
varieties of each identified. 'Sungei'

contemporary record-keeping, 
meant that it was not until 1881 
that the existence of this stamp was 
recognised by European 
philatelists; they were confused by 
the existence of the same 
handstamp on an India Via blue, 
but this was later declared bogus. 

During the decade from 1881, 
Straits Settlements stamps of 2c, 

4c, 8c and 10c were overprinted 
either 'Sungei Ujong' or simply 
'SU', with a wealth of overprint 
varieties making this the most 
interesting period in the philately 



was often printed with a horizontal 
triplet setting, with 'Ujong' added 
later as a single handstamp. 

In total, therefore, some 30 
different combinations of the 
two-line overprint have been 
recorded, some of which have 
three-figure catalogue values. On 
top of this there are errors to be 
collected, such as double 
overprints and the remarkable 
'Unjog' error of spelling on the 2c 
value from 1889. 

In 1891, there was also an issue of 
Straits Settlements 24c stamps 
surcharged with 2c.

Eventually, the many overprints 
were replaced by dedicated Sungei 
Ujong stamps, using the established 
Malay States key-type designs with 
the country name tablet inscribed 
'S Ujong'. 

In 1891-94 came 2c and 5c values 
depicting the crouching tiger (with 
the 5c in two different colours 
receiving lc and 3c surcharges in 
1894), and 1895 came a 3c with the 
tiger's head design. 

By the time the latter stamp 
appeared, however, Sungei Ujong 
had already been absorbed into 
Negri Sembilan by treaty, and 
almost immediately began using 
the latter's stamps. ■

Q. How to Build a Good Stamp Collection? 
A. (Hint) If it's easy - maybe it is TOO easy... 
10+ 'TOP TIPS' for Successful Collecting 

As many of you know I made the decision to give up collecting 
when I started full-time in the trade 43 years ago. But here's what 
I perceive as a mistake I made in terms of re-sale value and in 
enjoyment. If you are not bothered about VALUE then you don't 
need to read further... 



What I collected then was easy to source. It was 
good quality. They were (and still are) lovely stamps 
but they would be worth less now than when 1 col- 
lected and that’s more than 40 years ago. The basic 
mistake I made then was thinking that "easy' made 
for a good stamp collection. Yes, 'easy’ made for a 
lovely collection but I could buy those same stamps 
- in the SAME quality - from any number of differ- 
ent sources. I still can today ... so if I can buy them 
easily today - will their value have appreciated? Has 
demand for what is/was easily available increased? 
The answer is a firm NO. 

TIP As an 'aside’. In particular be wary of Inertia’ sell- 
ing delivery systems - where you pay on direct debit 
/ standing order system / monthly invoice. These sys- 
tems usually hide the highest mark-ups in our in- 
dustry and the lowest recovery value when it comes 
to sale. You are going to find this story particularly 
incredible - but about 13 years ago I was once called 
to clear a house-full of stamps. The owner had died 
leaving many 100’s of unopened New Issue deliv- 
ery envelopes . I opened one of the oldest envelopes. 
Inside was a note from the supplier saying sorry they 



had not delivered the MINT 1929 PUC £1 ! All well, 
I thought “such is life” the collection included both 
mint Wembleys + literally masses more. Imagine my 
surprise when the next envelope opened included a 
MINT PUC £1 with a note saying “we found one for 
you” (and then the realisation that this High Value 
stamp had lain inside the same envelope for so long 
that it had a large brown 'rust-spot’ on the reverse! 

Returning to subject: So, what forms the basis of’ 
a GOOD stamp collection if I want ‘resale VALUE*? 

TIP 1). The answer is, as usual, a combination of fac- 
tors ... BUT, if you think in terms of desirability and 
then dial in quality ... this makes for a collection 
that others will wish to purchase. Of course collect- 
ing means that some of the stamps you source will be 
easily available ... but if ALL the stamps you collect 
are easily available and on average they cost very 
little each ... then you may have 1,000’s of different 
stamps whose value lies in the actual handling cost 
of the supplier - not in their intrinsic value. So when 
it comes to selling this may result in little / no inter- 
est. Of course it goes without saying TIP Always 
collect the Best Quality that you can afford.

2) . Sadly in some senses, the Philatelic World has 
changed. Gone are the days when in 1980 100,000 
different Collectors descended upon the 1980 Inter- 
national Stamp Exhibition at Earls Court. I know be- 
cause I was there. An International Stamp Show in 
the Vest’ today may be lucky to see 10,000 visitors, A 
stamp fair today in a local village / town may be lucky 
to see 30 visitors let alone 20 actual buyers . . . when 
you consider that 15 dealers may have travelled to 
such a venue - is it any surprise that many Collec- 
tors may see the same stamps they saw at that same 
venue a month before? 

3) , No, the answer is that Stamp Collecting is alive 
and well — stamps shops are all but defunct - but 
'underground’ - on-line, by mail-order and at auction 
things are still 'humming’ depending upon whom you 
are dealing with. So, let’s look at potentially / proba- 



bly the biggest sourcing area of the hobby apart from 
retail which is fairly self-explanatory ... and that is 
bidding / buying at Stamp Auction. 

4). Nowadays there are three types of stamp 
auction: - Pure Internet / Public - (including on-line 
bidding) / Postal (Mail-Bid Sales - including on-line). 
Each has its strengths and weaknesses. Let’s start 
with Pure Internet live auctions, I won’t mention 
names but in some senses these are today’s equiva- 
lent of the 'Wild West’. As fast as these internet Giants 
catch up with the some of the crooks using them, the 
crooks move a step ahead ... many internet bidders 
using them are 'hooked’. 

TIP 4a). They have become live auction obsessed’ 
unwilling/ not capable of looking elsewhere -thinking 
that bidding / buying this way guarantees value which 
it does not. What happens when they come to sell?

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RHODESIA 1965-1980 



State of limbo 

The postal history of Rhodesia in the years following its Unilateral 
Declaration of Independence in 1965 has been ignored for too long. 
A rewarding collection of covers and cancellations can be compiled 




■ Report by Alastair Gunn 



W hen the Federation of 
Rhodesia & Nyasaland 
was dissolved at the end 
of 1963, it was with a view to the 
three British colonies and 
protectorates of central southern 
Africa being granted independence 
in an orderly manner. But the 
governing elite of one of them was 
unhappy with the way this was 
being done. 

The British Government's policy 
was that independence had to go 
hand-in-hand with black majority 
rule, and this was duly arranged in 
Nyasaland, which became 
independent as Malawi in July 
1964, and Northern Rhodesia, 
which became independent as 
Zambia in October the same year. 

In Southern Rhodesia, however, 
the white minority was 
determined to cling to power, and 
protracted negotiations failed to 
resolve the dispute between its 
Prime Minister, Ian Smith, and 
Britain's new Prime Minister, 
Harold Wilson. 

The impasse came to a head 
when the colony, which had 
already renamed itself simply 
Rhodesia without official 
recognition, made a Unilateral 
Declaration of Independence (UDI) 
on November 11, 1965. 

Having not been granted 
independence by the United 
Kingdom, Rhodesia became a rebel 
state, unrecognised not only by 
London but also by the United 
Nations, and subject to economic 
sanctions. 

The country's time in limbo 
would last 15 years and generate a 
lot of emotion, and perhaps as a 
consequence of this its postal 
history has been ignored by many 
collectors. Yet it is philatelically 
rich and fascinating, with unusual 
cancellations and many rates and 
usage challenges, and it deserves 
closer study.

Even more impact was made by 
the overprinting of the 1964 
definitives with 'Independence/ 
11th November 1965' (with the 
Is 3d value also existing with a 
surcharge of 5s). 

Britain's response to both issues 
was that they were illegal, and mail 
sent to the United Kingdom with 
them was charged postage due in 
accordance with the double- 
deficiency policy. 

Such covers are interesting 
historical records, especially when 
mixed with unoverprinted 
Southern Rhodesia stamps which 
were accepted as valid. But it is 
worth noting that many of them t>

Before UDI 

The two-year period between the 
dissolution of the federation and 
independence declaration, from 
January 1, 1964, to November 10, 
1965, is a difficult one for postal 
historians. 

There was no shortage of stamp 
issues. In February 1964 a colourful 
definitive set of 15 printed in 
photogravure by Harrison & Sons 
depicted wildlife, crops and 
flowers under the name Southern 
Rhodesia. In 1965 came three sets 
marking the Centenary of the 
International Telecommunication 
Union, Water Conservation and Sir 
Winston Churchill, all under the 
name Rhodesia. 

However, finding these used in 
period on commercial covers is a 
real challenge; it may be that not 
enough covers survive to make a 
one-frame exhibit!

are philatelic, with commercial 
covers significantly harder to find. 



Pre-decimal period 

The definitive series inscribed 
simply for 'Rhodesia' was issued in 
February 1966, using the Southern 
Rhodesia designs of 1964 but with 
the country name changed. 

Initially these were printed in 
gravure by Harrisons, but later in 
litho by Mardon as the rebel state's 
international isolation increased. 

Various commemorative issues 
followed over the next four years, 
including for the Congress of the 
Philatelic Federation of Southern 
Africa and the 20th Anniversary of 
Central African Airways in 1966, 
the 10th Anniversary of the Rhodes 
National Gallery in 1967, the 
World Ploughing Contest and 
the 75th Anniversary of 
Matabeleland in 1968, and the 70th 
Anniversary of the Beira-Salisbury 
Railway in 1969. 

Interspersed with these were 
three single-stamp issues 
honouring Famous Rhodesians, 
and sets of four featuring Nature 
Conservation and Bridges. 

It is possible to find a range of 
covers to show the rates and usage 
of these stamps, with assorted 
cancellations. Higher rates are

normally on registered letters, and 
in the early years these still have 
'Southern Rhodesia' postal 
stationery, registration labels and 
registration cancels, presumably as 
a cost-cutting measure. 



Dual-currency issue 

Like many other countries in this 
era, newly independent Rhodesia 
decided to switch to decimal 
currency. Unusually, it issued a 
dual-currency set of stamps as an 
interim measure in 1967-1968. 

The five values were reprints of 
the 3d, Is, Is 6d, 2s and 2s 6d 
definitives with the addition of 
their equivalent values of 2Vic, 10c, 
15c, 20c and 25c respectively. 

The higher values are hard to 
find on cover. Covers with a 
combination of dual-currency 
stamps and either pre-decimal or 
decimal single-currency stamps 
are known, but they are 
uncommon.

Decimal period 

A dedicated decimal definitive 
series was issued on February 17, 
1970, once again locally printed in 
litho, with values ranging from 
lc to $2. 

The designs largely illustrated 
agriculture, industry, engineering 
and wildlife, as well as a statue of 
Cecil Rhodes, the 19th-century 
founder of the colony. With 
Rhodesia preparing to declare itself 
a republic on March 2, the Queen's 
portrait was omitted. 

One effect of the introduction of 
these stamps was that all 
Rhodesian stamps were now

considered illegal by Britain, so 
once again there are postage due 
covers to be found. 

A new definitive series launched 
in 1974 depicted antelopes, wild 
flowers and butterflies, and 
another in 1978 illustrated 
gemstones, wild animals and 
waterfalls. The 1970s also saw 
typically two or three special 
issues per year. 

Rhodesian covers with decimal 
stamps are more common than 
those with pre-decimal stamps, as 
they would remain in use for twice 
as long, but there are interesting 
quirks to watch out for. 

Overseas mail tended to feature 
multiples of low-value stamps, 
suggesting that the high values 
were not always readily available. 
Registered mail often had a red 
'postage paid in cash' handstamp, 
and rubber handstamps were 
sometimes also used instead of 
registered labels, even in Salisbury; 
again, this may reflect the state of 
the economy. 

Sanctions were starting to bite 
hard, the guerrilla war fought by 
militant black nationslists was 
being ramped up, and the 
personal messages on some 
aerogrammes and postcards can 
make sobering reading. 

Time of transition 

As Smith's minority government 
became increasingly untenable and 
a resolution to the country's status 
edged closer, it changed its name 
three times in a year. 

It became Zimbabwe Rhodesia 
(with a power-sharing agreement 
but still without international 
recognition) on June 1, 1979, 
Southern Rhodesia (officially as a 
British colony once again while 
democratic elections were 
organised) on December 12, 1979, 
and finally Zimbabwe (a republic 
with internationally recognised 
independence) on April 18, 1980. 

These name changes allowed for 
many philatelic concoctions, but 
commercial mail from this period 
is hard to find in Britain. 

In postal history terms, one of the 
most interesting aspects of the 
upheaval is the removal of the 
country's name from handstamps 
and machine cancellations. This 
contravened the regulations of the 
Universal Postal Union, but that 
was the least of the concerns of this 
nation in transition. ■

Who created these pre-decimal self-adhesives? 



Q This set of self-adhesive reprints of 
pre-decimal Queen Elizabeth II 
special issues came from a 
reputable stamp dealer, but I have no other 
information about their origin. Are they 
genuine official reprints, or forgeries? 
Mervin Wallace, via e-mail 

A These are not official reprints as 

such, but non-postal labels printed 
to order with Royal Mail’s consent in 
a business customised Smilers sheet. 

The sheet was commissioned by the 
well-known Hampshire-based dealer 
Rushstamps in 2006, to mark the 50th 
anniversary of Europa stamp issues. 

It’s a little surprising that the company was 
permitted to reproduce entire stamps in this 
way. But then of course the illustrated 
designs, which date from 1960, 1961 and 1969, 
were long since invalidated. 

Being self-adhesive, and distorted to fit the 
labels, they would not fool any collector into 
thinking they were original stamps.

A If meter mail is underpaid, or unpaid 

altogether as here, the usual procedure is 
that the sender is contacted by Revenue Protection and asked for payment. 

On receipt of the payment, the item is handstamped in this way to make it clear that the 
underpayment has already been resolved, and the item has the go-ahead for delivery.

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When did postcard messages migrate from the picture side to the address side? 



Q When were picture postcards first used with one entire 
side taken up by a picture, and therefore with both the 
address and the message on the other side? Was this 
development welcomed or resisted by postal authorities?

A At the beginning of the golden age of postcards, in the 
1890s, picture postcards had to have space on the 
picture side for a short message, because Universal Postal 
Union rules stated that correspondence with any handwritten 
message on the address side did not qualify for the international 
postcard rate. 

Cards in the modern style, with a line dividing the message from 
the address on the same side, and a picture on the other side, 
were first used in Britain, starting in 1902. Their use quickly spread 
to other countries in Europe and the British Empire over the 
following years. 

This caused some consternation amongst the postal authorities, 
and in accordance with the regulations these ‘divided postcards’ 
were habitually charged postage due (well demonstrated by an 
article by Per Gustafson in the June 2015 issue of the London 



Philatelist , the journal of the Royal Philatelic Society London). 

Bilateral agreements between countries gradually began to 
confront this problem, and the UPU changed its rules with effect 
from October 1907 to allow these messages to qualify as postcards.

The stamp is a Russia 
4k from the 1906 
definitive series, and 
the postmark is of the post/ 
telegraph office in the town of 
Satinka in Tambov province, 
south-east of Moscow. 

The date is not clear, but 



appears to be in October 1912. Note that this 
date is in the old Julian calendar; Russia did 
not adopt the Gregorian calendar until 1918. 
We believe the card was sent from one 
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postcard collector to another, perhaps as 
part of an exchange arrangement. The 
‘TT7763’ above the message would be a club 
membership number, so the addressee 

would know the address of the 
sender from a circulated 
membership list. 

The message, written in 
basic English, informs the 
addressee, who has a Spanish- 
sounding name, that the 
sender, V Sitovsky, is more 
confident in German and 
Russian. He was clearly aware 
that there was (and remains) a 
significant German community 
in Chile. 

The words in Russian above 
the address translate as 
‘Chile, South America’ to help 
the local sorting office.

Perhaps then they realise that only some of what 
they may have glistening is 'gold 1 . Indiscriminate 
internet auction bidders buying 1,000's of low price 
items ... may have spent large sums IN TOTAL ... 
but may not have created desirable collections. The 
cost of a low priced item is the labour and cost of 
selling it. Nothing changes when that item comes to 
being re-sold, 

TIP 5). Now let’s look at Public Auction* Yes - you 

will be hard pressed to find a Public Stamp Auction 
that does not accept on-line / live internet bidding. As 
with ‘Pure Internet' stamp sales - and perhaps even 
more so - 'Caveat Emptor' (buyer beware becomes 
even more the mantra. Generally individual lots may 
have higher average values so that lots offered are of- 
ten higher value collections, accumulations or higher 
value sets / singles / rarities. Such auctions are the 
haunts 7 of dealers and astute buyers , . . but risk is at- 
tached, plus the absence of guarantees and the per- 
nicious unpleasant buyer’s premium + other charges 
which at certain auctions can convert a £1000 stamp 
purchase into as much as an invoice for £1,300. 

TIP 5a). There are bargains to be had - but it is very 
much a big boys' playing field. Some of these auctions 
deliberately under-estimate lots that they know are 
worth far more ,,, so that they can then have the du- 
bious pleasure of publicising that a £1,000 estimated 
lot realised £10,000, when perhaps their knowledge 
suggested it should have been estimated at upwards 
of £5,000 in the first place (hence - how wonderful 
they are). 

TIP 5b). For certain types of lots such as actual Col- 
lections offered fairly intact the absence of guaran- 
tee combined with unreliable estimate means that 
for those who do not physically view a Public Stamp 
Auction and bid blind' this is a dangerous place to 
be. Of course this may work to the advantage of an 
astute bidder who is actually present to physical- 
ly view lots in the auction room. Historically that 
person was usually a Dealer. Perhaps less so these 
days. 

TIP 6). Finally we come to look at Postal Auc- 
tions/ Mail-Bid Sales* First I must profess that I 
have an interest in a Mail-Bid / Postal Auction Sale. 
My company U P A conducts the largest postal auc- 
tions in the UK„ ( What should the Collector or Deal- 
er be looking for here? 

TIP 6a)* Most good Postal Auctions including UFA 
offer Collectors a No Quibble Refund Guarantee 
(NQRG) . . . andby'No Quibble’ I mean NO QUIBBLE . 
Look for this — it is crucial* You are probably not 



actually seeing the stamps before bidding ... so no 
guarantee would mean unacceptable risk* 

TIP 6b ). Unlike Public Auctions most Postal Auctions 
break' many collections into smaller "collector-sized* 
units so that you may find what you seek without 
having to purchase what you do not need - it follows 
that most of the stamps in most postal auctions may 
be owned by the company presenting the auction. It is 
not viable to sell low priced lots on a commission ba- 
sis. Ask yourself why you may be asked to pay a buy- 
er's premium? Is it actually a Vendor’s lot or owned 
by 'The House? 

TIP 6c). The Buyer’s Premium was introduced to 'split' 
cost between buyer and seller so that a low 1 seller's 
commission looks attractive (if you forget about the 
premium the buyer is paying for the seller's stamps). 
Be aware of this or deal with auctions not charging a 
buyer's premium* You are in control, You can bid any- 
where that you find what you seek - but it is good to be 
aware and informed* 

TIP 6d). Prices Realised are IMPORTANT For some 
unknown reason - even some larger Postal / Mail -Bid 
Auctions still do not produce lists of what their lots 
sold for after the auction* Look for auctions provid- 
ing this feature - it provides reassurance combined 
with a trackable 'snapshot' of current market values 
PLUS what is selling and what is not selling* You can 
learn such a lot from "Prices Realised' — I study them 
each day 

TIP 7). Credit Cards. 75% of some auction sales are 
settled by credit / debit card* The Biggest in the land 
lias no need to charge you for use of them . .. Sheer 
volume of business accesses lowest rates. Why are you 
paying a premium to use your card? Is the supplier 
making a profit upon the extra % you are charged to 
use your card? 

TIP 8). Look for unique "Collector friendly' benefits 
that turn the disadvantage of lots not being sold to 
your advantage. U P A, for example, has for the past 
15 years offered their Unique Reducing Estimate 
System (URES) whereby lots are increasingly re- 
duced in estimate price till sold — some have reached 
one penny and then sold. Approaching one million 
lots have been offered through this system. 

TIP 9). Cost of Delivery is one of the most annoying 
hidden costs that collectors absolutely abhor* Look 
for transparency in this area, 

TIP 10). Beware the Seller / Auction NOT including 
Insurance when sending your winnings, 



And Finally We come to choice *.. and mind-set ? 

tip Without Choice we have nothing. So it follows that you need substantial choice to form a good, 
even great, stamp collection. You cannot do business when each time you Visit’ all you see is what 
you have seen before - stagnating stocks offered at prices that ensure continued stagnation. If 
choice is limited you’ll never find philatelic items you need - or even that you were unaware of 
their existence. That’s the joy of collecting. The thrill of the unexpected, the chance find. You need 
dealers that want to help and auctions that wish to serve - so, in stamps ‘attitude is all’. 

So when you’re searching for a stamp auction compare it against your list above of what to 
look for and if and when you’re offered a ‘No Risk Free Trial’ ... please turn to P.27-take it Now ♦

Selling Your Stamps? 

Summary Tip #20: 

5 Different Ways to Sell your Stamps: Dealer 'runners'/ Private Treaty. 



Dear Colleague, 



In Pail 2 of Selling Your Stamps' (Volume 2) we discussed 
the advantages of direct sale to dealers and how with 
careful handling and awareness of the ’strength of your 
collection 1 it is often possible to obtain more for your 
col led ion selling rl i redly to dea lers than by sel 1 1 ug f hrougfi 
auction. 

In Part 4 of 'Selling your Stamps 1 we’ll discuss the 
potential advantages and disadvantages of selling through 
auction on your own account ... but in this article well 
deal with iwu lesser known but nevertheless important 
aspecLs of selling your stamps the first being Dealer 
fi mraiers\ 

Before you even start to try selling your stamps: 
preparation is all Make some research: 

1 , Draw up a list of w horn you consider as a possible ? target 

lo Hell / ham lie your collection. then consider - 

M.bffl try as I miff hi - I aem 1 oftre 
sair an advertisement by those 
companies to sell stamps* 

2 t Why have 1 chosen those dealers/organisations ? 

Here’s something to think about ... for the hesi part of 
20 years 1 watched the same advertisements extolling the 
merits of sidling to this or that particular dealer *♦. but try 
as 1 might 1 never once saw an advertisement by those 
companies to sell stamps* This was in ‘pre-internet 1 days *.* 
nowadays people trade on the internet with all manner of 
weird and unusual trading names, sometimes to disguise 
who t hey actually are - but in those days traditional selling 
‘avenues’ were shops, stamp Fails, auctions, approvals, 
and retail/mail-order lisls ♦... 

... so why was it impossible to find out how those dealers 
actually conducted their business? The answer was simple 
- they sold to other dealers - they rarely if ever sold to 
collectors - Ihey were Dealers ‘runners’. Now for you to 
part with your beloved collection to the first dealer that 



you contact does uoi necessarily mean that yon have made 
a mistake ... but, if that dealer writes you out a cheque ... 
and almost before the ink has even dried on tl - (probably 
before you have presented the cheque at your bank) „, t he 
or she is at the nearest big 1 1 paler fi() miles away being paid 
is profit upon the price you sold your collection for - this is 
NOT in your best Interest. 

So what should you be looking for? You should be 
looking for an organisation / dealer that you can see and 
understand how they conduct their business. Dealers that 
sell to ot her dealers are unlikely to be paying the best 
price. 

Private Treaty; What in it? 

The idea of Private Treaty is that collectors ^plaee* their 
collection with a dealer or auction that charges a small 
commission to sell iheij collection outright Sometimes 
it is claimed that the Buyer will pay the commission so 
that t he collector pays no charges whatsoever. Historically 
‘Private Treaty' has acquired notoriety t\s an excuse for 
the company handling the transaction to 'buy-in' the 
collection tor themselves. Maybe collectors ant! dealers 
should forget the concept of private treaty in favour of an 
open approach whereby the dealer/a action explains that 
they are purchasing on their own account or will charge 
a small percentage for handling/passing the collector/ 
collet lion to a more appropriate buyer In Part 1 of ’Selling 
your SUmps? 1 we ll discuss consigning your stamps for 
sale by auction.

Unidentified sailing object 

Promoting the tourist attractions and British refinement of Bermuda by way of its 
1936 pictorial issue should have been plain sailing, but for an alien invasion 

■ Report by John Winchester 



B y 1936 Bermuda was already one 
of the most sophisticated and 
well-developed tourist 
destinations in the world, but its 
stamps lacked a certain flair. So a new 
pictorial issue was planned, of nine 
denominations to be designed and 
recess-printed by Bradbury Wilkinson. 

The designs were intended to extol 
the beauty, the attractions and the 
Britishness of the islands, with views of 
the coast and large country houses 
complemented by the image of a racing 
yacht at speed on the 2d value. 

As a matter of protocol, the 
photographs on which the engravings 
would be based had to be approved by 
the Governor, but maybe the retirement 
of Sir Thomas Cubitt and the arrival of 
Sir Reginald Hildyard as his successor 
caused a lack of attention to detail. 

The plan had been to portray the 
Bermuda-rigged 6m racing yacht 




Viking , owned and campaigned by local 
yachtsman Kenneth Trimmingham. 

For some inexplicable reason, a 
photograph of a similar vessel was 
substituted for this, an error which 
became apparent only when the owner 
himself examined the printed stamp 
under a magnifying glass. 

Embarrassingly, the impostor was 
Lucie, not only a major rival in the very 
competitive field of ocean racing, but 
one owned by Briggs Cunningham II, 
an American! 

The stamp, issued on April 14, 1936, 
won considerable acclaim for its stylish 
design, and was reissued (in different 
colours) as part of the new King George 
VI definitive series in 1938. Unbeknown 
to many, however, the yacht was an 
alien impostor! ■

In almost 
perfect English “We Don't sell io Dealers** and he 
turned his back, So did I - as I left his shop. But 
over the years I discovered that the only way to succeed m stamps 
was to create a business of stamp selling systems and join them all 
together. This is what allows us to handle stamps from literally every 
single country in the world.
